THE  KING  IIOOPHK  MANSION 


^  I  ^1  IK  visitor  to  Marblehoad,  Mass.,  on  taking  a  stroll  along  Front  Street 
A  — its  uneven  surface  does  not  permit  the  brisk  step — finds  himself 
among  surroundings  that  have  changed  but  little  in  a  century  and  a  half, 
and  more:  for  many  of  the  houses  irregularly  lining  this  water-front 
thoroughfare — how  absurdly  they  abut  on  the  street,  one  presenting  its 
angle,  another  its  side,  and  another  its  back  garden! — date  back  to  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  odd  mixture  of  ships'  rigging  and 
sloping  roofs  will  recall  perhaps  a  Kentish  or  Cornish  coast  sketch  by 
Bonington  or  Hardy.  Leaving  this  engaging  scene  by  a  side  turning  that 
rises  steadily,  he  will  arrive  at  Hooper  Street,  which,  more  sophisticated 
than  its  lower  fellow,  but  not  less  antique,  contains  two  fine  specimens  of 
Colonial  architecture,  the  Lee  Mansion,  considered  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant examples  of  its  kind  in  New  England,  and  which  houses  the 
Marblehead  Historical  Society;  and,  almost  opposite,  the  King  Hooper 
Mansion,  of  less  imposing  front,  but  claiming  to  antedate  its  more  aristo- 
cratic neighbor  by  twenty  years. 

Here  lived  old  Robert  Hooper,  styled  "King"  Hooper  because  of  the 
lavish  entertainment  with  which  he  used  to  indulge  his  guests ;  and  here, 
for  several  summers  past,  has  been  displayed  a  collection  of  Colonial 
furnishings  which,  to  use  the  words  of  a  museum  authority,  "is  not  sur- 
passed in  quality  by  any  other  collection  in  the  country".  Gathered  to- 
gether by  Mr.  Sack  of  Boston,  this  fine  group  of  American  antiques  shown  in 
its  authentic  setting  has  aroused  the  admiration  of  all  who  have  seen  it. 
But  as  Mr.  Sack  is  now  engaged  in  forming  another  important  collection 
of  Early  American  furniture,  he  has  decided  to  dispose  of  this  collection 
at  unreserved  public  sale,  to  make  room  for  a  new  exhibition  for  his 
visitors  at  the  King  Hooper  Mansion  next  summer. 

Mr.  Sack's  reputation  and  guarantee  of  genuineness  are  behind  every 
item  in  the  catalogue;  and  anyone  with  a  knowledge  of  the  market  for 
Early  American  furniture,  also  knows  that  this  is  a  sufficient  criterion 
of  value. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  King  Hooper  Mansion  as  it  appeared  to  a 
visitor  this  summer  is  given  in  the  July  issue  of  The  Antiquarian ;  and  it 
ends  with  the  following  paragraph,  which  will  also  appropriately  terminate 
this  brief  introduction:  "One  regretfully  leaves  this  old  mansion  with  its 
wealth  of  beautiful  and  rare  furniture,  china,  glass  and  rugs,  for  one  can 
only  buy  a  tithe  of  what  one  would  like.  And  yet  with  every  piece  on 
display  worth  while,  and  some  of  extreme  rarity,  one  knows  that  whatever 
is  bought  will  be  something  that  can  only  increase  in  interest  and  value 
and  bring  lasting  beauty  into  the  home  that  it  enters."
